modations are totslly inndequnate for the
poople who use it.

** Howaver, the Park Commission can-
not do much towards securing lights for
the park. We can only recommend to the
Burean of Lampaand Gas that the park
be lighted, and this I think I can promise
you the Commissioners will do.'"

When anked sbout the repairs so badly
needed the Commissioner was just as
frank aud outspoken,

'* Many of these detalls are ovarleoked
in the preas of more important business,"
he declared, '*but [ cun assure you that
it is the desire of the Commissioners to
bave every park in the city kept in good
shape aud carefully quarded,

** All necessary repairs will b made 1n
the East River Park an speedily ns possi-
ble, and I hope we will get the lights
there too,

** 1 believe in lighting the park, becanse
then there is no inducemout for thieves
or persons of ill repute to visit them,

** We bad many complaints of such bad
oharaoters from Mount Morris Park until
the slectric lights wereput in there, and
ita rays drove away the evil doers,” oon-
oluded the Commissioner.

An Evexmia Wonnp reporter made a
canvass this mornmg of the district sur.
rounding the pretty East River Park.
which extends from Eighty-fourth to
Fiehty-sixth street and from Avenus B
to the East River, aud found the people
eagor to have that park lighted after
nightfall,

There are other and graver reasons than
those mentioned in this paper yesterdny
why the park should not be shrouded in
gloom at night. The park Is the open nir
rosort for all the people living Letween
Beventy-fifth and One Hundred snd Fifth
strects, enst of Third mvenue, ‘The wa-
jority of thess people with their growing
families live in flats, and the park is their
ouly oasis in the desert of Summer heat
where they may get fresh alr.

During the Jay, or when the air ix
flooded with moonhght, the park is stated
to be all that it ought to be, It is well
dupplied with benches. and from early
morning uotil the sun goes down hun.
dreds of mothers, with infants in arios or
in baby ecarriagen, throng the park and
drink in great dranghts of the pure air
that blows across it from the river. Littla
children toddle about the patbsand roll
on the grass,

It is omo of pature's great hospitals,
and there the littls ones suflering from
